Two Board Winners 
One Runoff Needed 


Dr. Hjenry Myers Jr., the man known as tlu* 
"Kathor of Fundamental Schools,” won his incum¬ 
bent race for Office 3 on the Pasadena School Board 
with 10,364 votes in Tuesday’s election. 

His opponent. Dr. Jim McBath, came thruugii 
with 73&1 votes and Dr. Arda Grubbs had 1994 
votes. 

Incumbent and School Board President Marge 
Wyatt continues to hold her seat in Office 5 with 
10,662 votes. 

Her opponent. Noel Hatch, gleaned 9004 votes, 

Frank Kiuche.nski and Emma Eastman, both 
challengers against Incumbent Filamo Guitonez, 
failed to unseat the incumbent and a runoff is 
imperative since no one received a majority of the 
votes cast. 

The candidates liad tlie following vote count: 
Kuchenski, 9420; Guiterrez, 70.38; Eastman. .3191.

There is a bri 9 hf spot ir, our gloomy energy picture 
and it present trends continue, it could grow a little brighter. 

In addition to new energy technologies ur)der develop* 
ment, scientists say, the U.S. has an impressive store¬ 
house of conventional tuel sources. 

We have enough coal to last us several hundred years. 

We have enough natural gas to last tor many decades. 

We have an assured 50-year supply ot uranium that 
could last thousands ot years with the developntent ot new 
technologies, and there are still billions ot untapped barrels 
ot domestic oil in the ground. 

According to a Department of Energy study on elec¬ 
tricity supply and demand in the 1980s: "Acceleration ot 
coal unit construction could save some 70 million barrels ot 
oil by the end ot 1989 . . . Nuclear units slated tor com¬ 
pletion by the end ot 1985 could (eliminate) the use ot some 
700 million additional barrels ot oil." 

At present, the U.S. imports close to two and a halt 
billion barrels ot oil a year. 

Believing that our domestic energy supplies should be 
developed more and toreign oil should be used less, a group 
ot some 200 organizations trom across the country have 
declared March IS to 21, 1981, American Energy Week. 

This bipartisan organization, including representation 
trom business, labor, government and civic groups, as well 
as private citizens, is calling tor a soursd energy policy to 
be our top national priority. 

An intormal petition, known as a Declaration ot Energy 
Independence, is being circulated by hundreds ot organiza¬ 
tions at every level. 

Millions ot Americans are expected to sign. The Declara¬ 
tion will be assembled and tabulated after American Energy 
Week and presented to the nation's government and in¬ 
dustrial leadership. 

Youths Participate 

A number of young people across America are con¬ 
tributing toward solving a proi^m that's older than many 
people realize — our energy crisis. 

Our current energy crisis, which has its roots in our 
profligate use of energy decades before these vouno people 
were born, may be eased a little, thanks to the efforts of 
those young men and women involved in American Energy 
Week. 

Many young people are signing and circulating peti¬ 
tions on their own and through their schools and youth 
groups.

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Mount joy Assails Tactics 


Assemblyman Richard 
Mountjoy (R 61.st District I 
recently introduced legisla¬ 
tion that curtails “smear 
campaign tactics” dur 1 n g 
election campaigns. 

'The Mountjoy bill requires 
candidates publishing nega¬ 
tive statements about their 
opponents to provide a mini¬ 
mum seven day period before 
the election within which an 
opponent may reply. Viola¬ 
tors of the time constraints 
would be subject to a fine 
by the Fair Political Prac¬ 
tices Commission. 

“There will be a greater 
participation in the political 


p!-ocess by the electorate If 
voters were not subjected to 
the constant ‘mud-sUnglng’ 
of campaigns,” said Maun- 
joy. 

"Smear campaigns are 
largely attributable to the 
ability of the ‘accuser’ can¬ 
didate to respond to unsub¬ 
stantiated charges," claimed 
Mountjoy. 

"Attacks j.ust before the 
election occurs have been all 
too common. If candidates 
knew their negative cam¬ 
paign publlcalions would 
face a response, I’m confi¬ 
dent we would witnes' fewer 
smear campaigns In the first 
place,” concluded Mountjoy.

Fruits and Vegetables 


Californians are lucky to 
live in a rich agricultural 
area' that assures a fairly 
constant supply of fruits and 
vegetables year-round at rea¬ 
sonable prices. 

But even in California, the 
more popular vegeta b 1 e s 
such as corn and green bean.s 
go out of season In the win¬ 
ter months, and if they are 
available, are generally high- 
priced and of lesser quality. 

Reluctant to pay hi g b 
prices, homemakers oft e ii 
find themselves preparing 
the same vegetables over and 
over again, or not serving 
fresh vegetables at all. 

Rather than shortchange 


their families on variety and 
nutrition, they might ex¬ 
periment with some of the 
vegetables which are good 
buys. 

Fresh vegetables are excel¬ 
lent sources of fiber, and 
are low in fat and sodium. 
A well-balanced diet, with 
daily selections from each of 
the four food groups — milk, 
meat, vegetables and fruits, 
and breads and cereals — 
should include four servings 
from the vegetable and fruit 
group. 

Just one cup of many vege 
tables provide much of the 
vitamins A or C a person 
needs each day.
